Ho~\\as referred to a Dr. Knox. flero lio 
saw sonic young ftmlents, by whiiso direc- 
tions he carried the i en-ioner's corp-o to 
tho di'v-eoting room of tho college, having 
been paid iT lu-. fur the .subject. 


Tho de.it h of the pensioner and tho 


profitable deposition of liis remains np- 
penr to" ha\o slippered to tho two mKcro- 
nnts the carrying out of the villainous 
buslnei-s in which they forthwith engaged. 
Durkc. aivnl to frequent the.. low public 
hoaxes (if tho neighborhood, and when ho 
fotind 5.01110 w,i\fan'r withoiit a homo or 
the means of obtaining a shelter ho would 
offer them a lodging at Ham's lionso or 
his own. Tho \ietim was industriously 
piied with liquor till ho or sho became un- 
conscious. Then tho two partners in mur- 
der would fall tipon their proy, aud~HfiVo 
usiuUly choked tho poor wretch to death. 


Bnrko nas a-jiw»n-of 35,-rather-bclow- 


tlio middle height, but stoutly built and 
of a determined east of countchanco. His 
faco was round, check bones high, with 
giay eyes deeply sunk in tho head, short 
snub nose and round chin. 


Ilaro was about 33 and is said to have 


beon ono of tho most squalid looking 
wretches over seen in a dock, with a^inis- 
V1' 'expression that rendered his appear- 
nrico peculiarly rex oiling. 


Ilaro appears to have been tho more 


deeply designing man of the two and to 
have ovei iv«che«l his asMioiatc, whom ho 
succeeded in always thrust ing forward,' 
probably with tho view "of disposing of 
him, as he ultimately did, sending 'him to 
tho Callows, and thereby saving his own 
>\ retched neck. Burke managed tho out- 
door business of the partnership, for ho it 
wnswhd always went on the prowl after 
victims." In his outward maunurs ho was 
entirely the r«ver>o of Hare. Qulut in his 
demeanor, lie ncxer indulged in cursing 
and >w wiring, oven when intoxicated. Ho 
"wns fawning In lil* nildros nnd" WAS A 
gcncnil favorite among tho children of tho 
nolphlxjrhood, any ono of whom would 
cheerfully run on his errand. 


Tho first of tho series of 16 murders WM 


committed in January, 1828, pnd tho last, 
that of nn old woman, Mar> Dochcrly, in 
October of the snmo year. This list urimo 
led to tho detection of the murderers, their 
arrest nnd the trial, conviction and OTCCU- 
tiou of Burke. A woman accomplice 
named McDougal was acquitted. Hnro 
saved his neck by turuing queen's evi- 
dence, nnd his wife nl-t> was uscdiw a wit- 
ness for the prosecution in tho case. JTho 
murder of Mrs. Docherty was discovered 
b> a Mr.-nnd- Mrs. Gray.- who- lodged in 
Hero's house. They heard a nolso as of 
quarreling aad fighting after they had re- 
tired ono night, nnd tho nort Hny Mrs. 
Gray found Mrs. Dochcrty's body concealed 
under a heap of straw in tho Hare's bed- 
room. After Uuiku's conviction liciuadea 
full confession, in whicli, however, hosought 
to show that in each caso Hare was tho 
actual murderer, as he had been tho first 
ono to Mij-ge-t the execution of the crimes. 
According to Uurke's statement, tho first 
victim was one A)>is''U Simpson, a middle 
aged woman, enticed to the hou«c by 
Hare's wife. She was carried to Hare's 
quarters at night, w..s induced to drink, 
went off in a de.nl -livp and was Ftiffocat- 
cd in tho early morning. Then followed 
an KnglMim.tn, n.itnu unknown. Tho 
body, like the pjvcedinfj one, was sold to 
Ur/Knot for £10. Xi-st camo n nameless 
old woman v, ho t«x>k a night's lodging by 
chance in the murderers' den. i-he w'.is 
sifiothcrcd in tho c.irly morning in tho 
usual-way, with a heavy feather pillow, 
nnd that night tho body was taken to Dr. 
Knox, who paid tho rtgulnr sum for it. 


JIargnrct Patterson, a young and ex- 


ceedingly handsome girl, was decoyed to 
the homo of Burke's brother and thoro 
dispatched. 
She was carried four hours 


after death to Dr. Knox, who paid £8 for 
the body. An old woman and her grand- 
son, a deaf mute, were the ne\t victims. 
They took lodging for tho night at Hiiro's, 
wCrO treated to liquor and choked todoath 
shortly after midnight. Tho criminals 
stripped the bodies, laid them side by sido 
to cool, then packed them in a herring 
Jjancl. Dr. Knox paid tho assassins £10 
"for tho two subjects. As chance customers 
at this time became rare the regular lodg- 
ers were now requislt ionized, nnd a man 
known as Joseph the Miller, who was well 
connected arid had onco pos.-cs.scd consid- 
erable means, was smothered during thu 
night and his body sold for £10 to tho 
omnivorous Dr. Kno.x. Shortly after, Tlaru 
fell in with a woman, enticed her to his 
hou>-o, murdered her slnglo hnnded amU 
carried the body round to the doctor, wj\o 
gu\o him the iisu.il £3. These aro merely 
sample illustrations of their awful crimes. 
The coinpkte account of their work sup- 
plies tho most phenomenal criminal record 
of tho nititternth century. After Burko 
\vas hanged Hare, With tfieftt difliculty, 
ma:iaced to maKo his wny out of tho 
country.
